A nother heavy rain is added to 
the list toward a flower season th at 
promises to be the best the desert 
has experienced in many years. T h e 
spacing of the rains is quite as much 
a factor as the am ount of rain and 
again this has been as if especially 
ordered. 
A t this time the flower 
plants are at least six weeks ahead 
of their usual developm ent and, b ar­ 
ring the m isfortune of heavy frosts, 
will cover the desert from m ountains 
to m ountains w ith color. 


A t this time, Christmas week, 
in the sand dune district north 
of Indio the verbena is so far 
advanced as to give a distinct 
pinkish cast to large sections of 
the dunes. 
H ere and there the 
desert sunflower is commencing 
to blossom; the 
m ultitude 
of 
small sunflower plants should be 
in blossom very shortly. 
O ther 
plants that do not make 
the 
showy display of the 
verbena 
are gradually coming into blos­ 
som and adding their color to 
the massive display of the ver­ 
bena. 
There are now at least 
sixty species o f plants in 
blos­ 
som in the Palm Springs district; 
it is truly rem arkable so early 
in the season. 


T h e rain tested our flood control 
in A raby and the flood control was 
found adequate to take care of the 
water that came down Palm Canyon 
W ash. 
The flood control, which 
will be completed in another 
ten 
days, will be able to take care of at 
least five times the volume of w ater 
th at came down during this 
last 
heavy storm.

Real Estate Sales $3,000,000 


N ew construction in Palm Springs during the year 1956 totaled 
nearly three and a half million dollars, according to Joe Schobe, who 
has made a sem i-m onthly survey here throughout the year. 
T he 
largest project was the Plaza, which had been estim ated at £500,000 
by M r. Schobe, but final check-up yesterday with Robert Ransom 
showed that it cost £750,000. 
Following are the figures, including 
£250,000 additional Plaza cost:

M r. Schobe has made a thorough check'Up on all building opera­ 
tions throughout the year, compiling only figures of construction start­ 
ed since last January 7st of buildings valued at $2,000 or more. 
Due 
to the fact th at m any of the homes have added extra rooms, guest 
houses, garages, or made other minor im provem ents, and similar im ­ 
provem ents have been made by most of the smaller apartm ent houses, 
it is believed that fully $150,000 was spent for such purposes not 
included in Mr. Schobe's survey. 
Palm Springs undoubtedly leads the nation for any com m unity 
this size, and is probably sixth or seventh in the state, exceeding by 
far such cities as Santa Barbara, Santa A na, Pomona, Riverside or 
San Bernardino. 
It is believed published figures will show that con­ 
struction here for the year is more than Riverside and San Bernar­ 
dino combined, and about four or five tim es that of Santa Barbara.

Flood Control 
Takes Care of 
High Water 


The new flood control to take care 
of w ater in Araby was given an acid 
test early Monday m orning w ith the 
descent of flood w aters 
from 
the 
m ountains draining into Palm Canyon 
wash. 
Though not 
com pleted 
the 
flood control took care of the w aters 
easily and when com pleted in another 
ten days will be able to handle 
at 
least five tim es the volum e of w ater 
that cam e down during the last heavy 
storm on the desert and in the San 
Jacinto m ountains. 
The Araby flood control was built 
by the residents of Araby and 
the 
Smoke T ree Ranch at a cost of m ore 
than $12,000. 
H. W. O tis of Araby is 
in active charge of construction. 


It is estimated that fully three 
million dollars was spent for real 
estate in Palm Springs during

It 
is also believed that another mil­ 
lion dollars was spent for vacant 
real estate upon which the buy­ 
ers will build during the coming 
year or two, and still 
another 
million is represented in transac­ 
tions of im proved property, thus 
£5,0000,000 total. 


O f course these figures 
are 
problematical, 
and 
a 
careful 
check of each transaction, if that 
were possible, m ight show a to­ 
tal m uch more or less.

Bus Franchise 
Is Granted 
Here 
Glenn Martin and W. Monroe Sei- 
bold have been granted a franchise 
by the State Railroad Commission 
to operate a passenger bus line, two 
round trips or more daily, between 
Palm Springs and Cathedral City. The 
decision was dated December 21st, 
and the operators m ust file their ac­ 
ceptance within 15 days and the sched­ 
ules w ith the Commission w’ithin 30 
days from that date. They were also 
granted a similar franchise for the 
San Bernardino mountains between 
Blue Jay and Cedar Glen, including 
Lake Arrowhead. 
The franchise calls for at least two 
round trips daily, and as m any more 
as are needed, between Cathedral 
City and Cane Brakes Road, at the 
north end of town near the Desert 
Retreat. 
Only DeLuxe 
equipment 
will be used. 
Mr. Seibold. an attorney from San 
Francisco, who is financing the trans­ 
portation 
line, has been in Palm 
Springs the past few days. He stated 
it was the original intention to pur­ 
chase small deluxe units to operate 
between 
Palm Springs. 
Cathedral 
City and Palm Canyon, but the Palm 
Canyon service will not be started 
at the present time. 
He said more 
frequent service depends upon public 
demand, and that if a sufficient num­ 
ber of business men and patrons ask 
for it, double entrance stream-line 
deluxe cars will be placed in service 
here between the village and places 
of interest. 
It is our intention to co-operate with 
the community in giving the public 
just exactly what they w ant,” said 
Mr. Seibold. “Palm Springs will be 
i proud of the equipment we will op­ 
erate here, and we will in no way 
add to traffic congestion.

Nine Years Ago 


(From the files of the Desert Sun, 
Dec. 30. 1927). 
El M irador hotel was ready for the 
gala opening on New Years Eve. 1827, 
with reservations from prominent 
people from all parts of the West. 
Owners and m anagers of most of the 
fine hotels of California. Arizona, 
Nevada. 
W ashington 
and 
Oregon 
stated they would be here for the oc­ 
casion. 
Two inches of rain fell in Palm 
Springs during the week-end, nine 
years ago. 
County Supervisor Harvey Johnson 
secured a county appropriation for 
levee work along Tahquitz Creek to 
protect nearby property from floods. 
Nels Neil sen, a recluse of Snow 
Creek Canyon. was found dead near 
his cabin. 
It wfas reported that he 
had left a buried treasure of gold 
in Snow Creek canyon, but investi­ 
gators were unable to find it. 


Hunters of Remains 
Of Prehistoric 
Animals 
Representatives of the Frick re­ 
search system are attem pting to re­ 
peat their achievement near Barstow 
which characterized their work at 
Eden Hot Springs at the foot of the 
Jackrabbit Trail a few years ago. At 
Eden the scientists unearthed fossils 
of dinosaurs and other prehistoric 
denizens which were sent to the 
Smithsonian Institute. It is believed 
an inland sea m et the fresh w ater at 
Eden, causing a swamp in which huge 
anim als perished when they came to 
drink. Fossils were found in a rela­ 
tively small area at Eden. 
For the fourteenth year a group of 
paleontologists and geologists 
from 
the Frick American museum of New 
York is working in the fossil beds, 15 
miles northwest of Barstow. 
Scientists from all over the world 
have been interested in the petrified 
skeletons unearthed in the beds. They 
say the skeletons are those of anim als 
who roamed the Barstow section be­ 
tween live and seven million years 
ago. 
Camel, deer, horses and carnveir are 
the main specimens found in the lo­ 
cality. Some rare finds have already 
been m ade by the party, including the 
tooth of a rodent, the skull of a camel, 
the leg bone of a rodent and others. 
The aged fossils are protected by a 
coating of plaster and 
shipped 
to 
Charles Frick of New York, who has 
been financing the annual expeditions. 
Mr. Frick after making scientific m eas­ 
urem ents of the specimens gives them 
to the American museum of Natural 
History in New' York.

Supervisors Have In Hand 
Proposed District Changes 


Relative to the grand jury recom-< 
mendation for a realignm ent of 
the 
five supervisorial districts, D. S. Bell, 
manager of the L. V. W. Brown es­ 
tate and one of the leading citrus 
growers in the Highgrove district, in­ 
formed the board of supervisors Mon­ 
day that a petition is in circulation 
for the transfer of the Highgrove area 
from the fourth district to the third. 
Chairman W. C. Moore stated no 
action would be taken immediately on 
the recommendation, 
giving ample 
time for the petition to be presented. 


P ro b le m s S im ila r 
Mr. Bell explained that the 
High­ 
grove area, being devoted largely to 
citrus, logically belongs in the third 
district. 
Highgrove, it was 
pointed 
out, is segregated from the San Gor- 
gonio pass area by a low range 
of 
hills, and its problems 
as 
respect 
roads, water drainage and the like, are 
sim ilar to those of the third district, 
which it adjoins. 
Mr. Bell made it clear that it was 
due solely to these conditions and not 
to any dissatisfaction with the admin­ 
istration of Supervisor Robert E. Dil­ 
lon of the fourth district, that

change is desired.

Resuming the upward trend broken 
in October for the first time since 
March, 1935, California gasoline tax 
assessm ents for November amounted

$4,088,512.25,

095.61, according to an announcement 
made in Sacramento by John C. Cor­ 
bett, member of the State Board of 
Equalization. 
“Taxable distributions of 
gasoline 
during November exceeded by 14,851,­ 
705.4 gallons those of the correspond­ 
ing; month of 1935,” said Corbett in 
commenting upon 
the 
tax assess­ 
ments. 
“The increased gallonage re­ 
sulted in a gain in the tax assessments 
of 12.09 per cent over the assessments 
for the month of November, 1935.” 
“Increases in the gasoline tax as­ 
sessments over the assessments for 
the corresponding month of the pre­ 
ceding year have been noted 
each 
month since December, 1934, with the 
exception of March, 1935, and Octo­ 
ber. 1936.” continued Corbett. 
"Inas­ 
much as all indications point toward a 
continuance of the upward trend 
of 
business conditions which 
has 
ac­ 
counted primarily for the increases 
in the tax assessm ents during the past 
two years, we may look forward dur­ 
ing the next few years to an even 
more rapid improvement of the marve­ 
lous system of highways now possess­ 
ed by the state.”

One of th e moat interesting and po- 
tentionally far reaching phases of fu­ 
ture stability for the nation is the in­ 
creasing in terest show n by industry— 
aud especially large corporate indus­ 
try —in m atters of social, as well as 
econom ic significance. 


Prim e exam ple of this was provid­ 
ed at the recent annual m eeting of the 
N ational A ssociation of M anufactur­ 
ers, 
representative 
organization 
of 
most of the big goods-producing con­ 
cerns of the country. 
The president 
of the association, C. N. C hester (who 
in business life is chairm an of 
the 
board of G eneral Foods C orporation), 
sounded the keynote of the gathering 
when he said, "Industry cannot just 
sit back and enjoy the fruits of pros­ 
perity. 
W e must understand better 
w hat has been happening since 1929. 
Now that the course of the depression 
is behind us, lending itself in its en­ 
tirety to analysis, it is the job for in­ 
dustry, general business and all 
af­ 
fected sectors of our econom ic life to 
join in creating a national depression 
study com m ittee.” 


Mr. C hester then presented 11 speci­ 
fic suggestions which lie believes in­ 
dustry should follow. 
Business W eek 
briefs them thus»- 
1. To continue 
m aking b etter goods at low er costs, 
raising living standards but defending 
personal opportunities; 2. P u t all pos­ 
sible unem ployahles hack to w ork; 3. 
Keep its house in order; 4. Oppose 
monopoly; 5. E ngender greater confi­ 
dence in w orkers; 6. Prom ote public 
understanding; 7. S hare the proceeds 
of industrial operations fairly am ong 
w orkers, m anagem ent and investors; 
8. Help create econom ic security for 
all; 9. W hile accepting its responsi­ 
bilities, insist th at all other in terest­ 
ed elem ents, including labor organiza­ 
tions, be m ade equally responsible; 10. 
Cooperate w ith governm ent; 11. Join 
other groups in a preventative study 
of depressions. 


These goals were approved by the 
delegates to th§ meeting. Most serious 


dissension arose over the Social Se­ 
curity Act which has m any enem ies 
as well as friends. 
But finally, the 
purpose of the Act was approved — 
though the Act itself was criticized 
in detail, a criticism th at has 
been 
made often before and will very pos­ 
sibly lead to some revision of the 
m easure in the next Congress. 
The m eaning of all this is that all 
industry is m aking a determ ined ef­ 
fort to strengthen every phase of in­ 
dustrial activity to im prove employ­ 
m ent and safeguard steady jobs. 
The service industries a re following 
suit. 
F or exam ple, the railroads and 
the electric utilities are doing every­ 
thing possible to stabilize and increase 
their operation* so as to employ the 
g reatest num ber of persons and rend­ 
er the highest public service. 


National political in terest has natur­ 
ally been focused on W ashington d u r­ 
ing the past year. 
As a result, local 
governm ents have come in for only a 
modicum of attention. 
In 1937, however, local politics will 
he of vital im portance. 
D uring Jan ­ 
uary, no less than 43 state legislatures 
will convene. 
Before these legislatures will 
be 


m any highly im portant questions. One 
of those questions is that of relief— 
Federal appropriations for th is 
pur­ 
pose are gradually being reduced, and 
trem endous pressure will be brought 
on states to appropriate funds to sup­ 
plant the lo st Federal dollars. 
Only a handful of states have yet 
passed law s to bring their 
citizens 
com pletely under the Social Security 
At. 
In th e bulk of states such laws 
will be up for debate and considerable 
dissension is in prospect. 
Furtherm ore, 
in 
praetially 
every 
state local problem s of more than or­ 
dinary significance will be an issue. 
T he question of public economy aud 
taxation is loom ing larger every day 
—and the collection and disbursem ent 
of public funds is being more closely 
scrutinized. In at least one state, Cali­ 
fornia. revision of the state constitu­ 
tion is considered. 
Thus, during the next m onth or two, 
m ore of the political news in the news­ 
papers will be given to state activi­ 
ties.

$155,000 Allocated 
for Road North 
of Palm Springs 


One hundred and fifty-five thousand 
dollars was allocated by the state 
highway commission for grading and 
surfacing the state highw ay from the 
Snow Creek bridge to U. S. Highway 
99 near the D esert H ills tract office, 
according to an announcem ent yes­ 
terday from the com m ission’s 
head­ 
q uarters in Sacram ento. 
This high­ 
way is known as Route 187. 
At the som e time $301.000 was ap­ 
propriated for U. S. H ighw ay 99 (S tate 
Route 26) in this vicinity, and a half 
million dollars more for im provem ent 
of the sam e highway from Beaumont 
to Ontario. 


R iverside county has been allocated 
approxim ately a million dollars by the 
state highway com m ission for highway 
im provem ents for the 1937-39 
bien­ 
nium, according to the com m ission’s 
announcem ent yesterday us it releas-1 
ed the biennial highway budget.

vealed today in the annual statem ent 
of the All-Year Club, which showed 
that tourists during 1936 spent $188,­ 
891,139 in the ten southern counties 
of the state. 


This total represents a clear gain 
of $33,127,737 over last year, 
when 
travelers poured $155,763,402 into Sou­ 
thern California coffers, according to 
Don Thom as, m anaging director of the 
club, which is a non - prottt tourist 
bureau, operated for the benefit 
of 
Southern California. 


Indicating im m ensity of th e year's 
tourist money, it was shown to be suf­ 
ficient to build 32 city halls, such as 
the one in Los Angeles, construction 
of which cost $5,800,225. 
Mr. T hom as said, “Eventually 
the 
dollar spent by the tourist filters into 
every walk of life. 
It goes from one 
channel to another, keeping thousands 
of persons em ployed, and hundreds of 
business concerns in operation.’’ 
More tourists arrive here now 
in 
sum m er than in w inter, th e report set 
forth. 
These "high calibre spenders" 
totaled 988.729 in sum m er and 529.­ 
135 in w inter, thus m aking 1,517.864 
visitors for the year. 
Much of the gain in sum m er tourist 
traffic was attrib u ted 
to 
advertise­ 
m ents of the All-Year Club.

(Continued From First Page) 
ask about local places in a town to 
find how many know their local geo­ 
graphy. 
I asked the following ques­ 
tion, “Is there a road turning from 
the main highway, a few miles north 
of Indio, that we can follow to Cur­ 
tis Palms?'.' This question was ask­ 
ed at two major company oil stations 
with the result that the attendants j 
had never heard of Curtis Palms:1 
two persons, one an employe, were 
asked at one of the leading hotels j 
and these two did not know and, 
were not even sure they knew the' 
approximate 
location 
of 
Curtis 
Palms; at a garage 
two 
employes' 
knew nothing hut did 
direct 
me, 
across the street to a tire repair shop; 
there a young fellow, about eighteen, | 
told me of a sign about one mile, 
north of town. 
Sure enough, there! 
at a cross-roads was a large highway j 
sign giving definite 
directions 
to , 
Curtis Palms. And I had asked seven! 
persons a fair and simple question to 
obtain information concerning a fa­ 
mous desert locality! No wonder our 
visitors sometimes become discour­ 
aged. 


The dried leaves of rhe palms 
in the Curtis group were fired 
by someone and now- the black­ 
ened trunks with the crowns of 
green leaves stand out in the 
canyon with lack of beauty as 
compared to their former estate. 
Curtis Palms was one of 
the 
beauty spots of the Indio hills 
and to walk over the trails there 
was to come in more intimate 
contact with the moods of 
the 
desert hills. 
W hy the 
palms 
were fired or by whom I do not 
know but with this act passed 
one of the most pleasant 
of 
places to take Eastern visitors. 
However, the trails remain and 
if you have not walked 
over 
them, do so sometime when you 
wish to obtain a view of 
the 
desert in the Indio and Mecca 
district. 


W e made our way into a canyon 
north of Curtis Palms and much to 
my surprise found I had not been 
in this particular canyon where there 
are many palms. 
The canyon sud­ 
denly ended at the edge of another 
and there was a geological feature 
I had been looking for for years to 
prove a geological theory 
I 
had 
formulated. 
The trip was a huge 
success as far as I was concerned, 
even though the rain did catch up 
with us and we were unable to take 
much of a hike but we did drive to 
Willis 
Palms, through Thousand 
Palms Canyon and into the upper 
part of Pushawalla Canyon, finding 
a number of new plant species 
in 
blossom.
